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Nixon, Brezhnev talks 
on right road for peace

All four alive 
Submariners safe 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Nixon and Soviet Leader Leonid L 
Brezhnev opened their second summit 
meeting with a marathon private 
session Monday that both described 
afterwards as a good beginning 
toward furthering an epoch of 
peaceful coexistence and cooperation. 
“ We are on the right tracic." an 
exuberant Brezhnev declared in a 
toast at a black-tie White House 
dinner following the long day of 
ceremonious welcome and a three- 
hour, 45 minute session with the Pres­ 
ident. 
“ We have laid the groundwork for 
a significant improvement 
in our 
relations that will result from the 
d i s c u s s i o n and a g r e e m e n t s 
undertaken this week,” Nixon said 
in his own toast. 
E a r l i e r W hite House P re s s 


S e c r e t a r y Ronald L. Z ie g le r 
announced that Nixon and Brezhnev 
had agreed during the meeting to 
authorize their foreign ministers to 
sign three and possibly four new 
agreements today dealing with rese- 
search and cultural exchanges. 
Both leaders stressed in their toasts 
that 
a 
review 
of 
their 
nations’ 
relations since the historic Moscow 
summit of a year ago showed both 
had lived up to the spirit and the 
letter of the policy document they 
signed then calling for a new era 
of friendlier relations. 
Brezhnev, emphasizing that he 
spoke for his people and the Russian 
ruling party congress as well as 
himself, called for persistent and 
swift development of Soviet-American 
relations. 
“ The start of our negotiations —and 


I have in mind both their content 
and the atmosphere in which they 
are proceeding — gives reason to 
hope that their results will be fruitful 
and will become a new landmark 
in Soviet-American relations,” 
Brezhnev said. 
Nixon said, “ it is America’s hope 
that the coming days of our meetings 
will carry forward the promising start 
we have made on this first day.” 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said the pacts 
would be signed today — just one 
day after Nixon and Brezhnev started 
their weeklong conference with 
virtually identical pledges to work 
for world peace. 
Their first private session Monday 
lasted three hours and 45 minutes, 
and a second session was scheduled 
for 3 p.m. today to treat specific 


matters of economic and trade 
relations, Ziegler said. 
Ziegler, who conducted a joint news 
conference with Soviet spokesman 
Leonid M. Zamyatin, said the first 
talk was held “on a philosophical 
plane” about improving the climate 
of relations between the two 
ideological rivals. 
Ziegler said 
Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko would 
sign at 10:30 a.m. EDT today at 
the State Department agreements on 
o c e a n o g r a p h i c r e s e a r c h , 
transportation systems and research 
and a new U.S.-Soviet cultural 
exchange agreement. 
Ziegler said the two ministers also 
might sign an ag re e m e n t on 
a g r i c u l t u r a l r e s e a r c h and 
development. 


KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) - A

“ All four are alive,” an­ 
nounced Cmdr.

Disney's words were the first 


indication that more than two 
of the men trapped 31 hours in 
the wreckage of a scuttled 
destroyer had survived. Hope 
had virtually been abandoned 
for the two men in the unheated 
rear compartment of the sub. 
Disney said the four underwa­ 
ter explorers had been placed 
in four separate decompression 
chambers aboard the subma­ 
rine repair ship Tringa,“ and 
are being treated by the finest 
Navy p u l m o n a r y d(x;tors 
available.”

Off-track betting endorsed 
HARRISBURG — A Senate bill introduced Monday would 
set up an “ off-track betting” system in Pennsylvania to pro­ 
vide more tax income for counties and first class school 
districts. Introduced by Sen. Joseph Smith, of Philadelphia, and 
a host of other legislators with race tracks near districts, the 
bill is also intended to provide a means to curb illegal gambling 
operations. The bill provides that at least one off-track bet­ 
ting facility will be established in each city, borough, town or 
township having more than 50,000 residents. But local 
governments would have power to ban any such facilities

WASHINGTON — The House Post Office Committee 
chairman agreed Monday that a 10-cent first class postage 
stamp was necessary and sooner than 1974 as suggested by the 
postmaster general. Elmer T. Klassen, head of the U.S. Postal 
Service, said he would ask the Postal Rate Commission in Sep­ 
tember for permission to raise the price of the eight-cent 
stamp to 10 cents the beginning of 1974. Rep. Thaddeus J. 
Dulski, D-N.Y., said, “ I have predicted the cost would rise to 15 
cents by 1975.” 
Reapportionment affirmed 


WASHINGTON — Congressional districts must be based on 
a strict equal-population basis, even if it means dividing coun­ 
ties and other political subdivisions, the Supreme Court reem­ 
phasized in a Texas case. But in another case from Texas, the 
justices held that reapportioning plans for state legislatures 
needn’t be as precise as those for U.S. Congressional districts. 
In another action, the court left standing a lower court 
decision barring Rep. Annunzio (D., III. i from using the con­ 
gressional frank for free mailings into a new congressional 
district, where he was seeking reelection under a reapportion­ 
ment plan. 


House kills attempt 
to lower drinking age 


HARRISBURG (UPH — The House Monday defeated 
two surprise attempts to lower the drinking age in 
Pennsylvania. 
Hep, 
Robert 
Bellomini, 
D-Erie, 
tried 
to add an 
amendment to lower the age to 18 to a minor bill 
which would prohibit liquor stores within 300 feet of 
a school. It was defeated 123-60. 
The House also voted, 97-84, against an attempt to 
lower the drinking age to 19. 
The two attempts led to a spate of speeches by House 
members against lowering the drinking age from 21 
“ Can you see youngsters coming into high school with 
a sixpack’” said Rep Joseph Zeller, D-Lehigh “They 
could sit there and get all drunked up” 
“ This would create all sorts of problems," said Rep. 
Fred Noye, R-Perry. “ It could open up a Pandora’s 
Box” 
Lawmakers who favored the amendments argued that 
the legislature had already given persons under 21 all 
the rights of adults — except the right to drink 
“ This very body made it possible for 18-year olds 
to own a taproom in Pennsylvania, but if they do. 
they can’t get a drink in one,’ said Rep. Russell I^Marca, 
D-Berks. "It’s too late to argue about the law, we’ve 
already passed it We’ve already said they are matur** 
“ I would submit that we’ve given them all the other 
rights and hoped God is with them,” I^Marca said

Gilbert Rovito killed 
in Cambodian crash

STROUDSBURG - U. S. Air Force Lt. 
Gilbert Allan Rovito of Stroudsburg told his 
family not to send any more letters to his 
base in Tliailand after Monday. 
He was planning on coming home by the 
end of the month. 
But Monday, Lt. Rovito’s family received 
word the 24-year-old airman had died in Cam­ 
bodia. 
Rovito, a three-year Air Force veteran 
serving as a helicopter rescue specialist, was 
piloting a big HH53 helicopter which crashed 
upside down Thursday in Lake Tonle Sap, 
about 100 miles northwest of the Cambodian 
capital of Phnom Penh. 
The U. S. Pacific Command in Honolulu 
reported that of the five crewmen aboard the 
aircraft, two were rescued, two were killed, 
and one, Rovito, was initially declared missing 
in action. 
However, a body recovered from the lake 
later and shipped to Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines was positively identified Sunday as 
the remains of Rovito. 
Family members said they had hoped 
Rovito would be home about Ju n e 28. 


Thursday’s mission was to have been his last 
before going on leave. 
Rovito was described by his mother, Mrs. 
Dorothy C. Rovito of 222 Lee Ave., 
Stroudsburg, as a softspoken man who liked 
poetry and meeting the people of other lands 
— and a man who disliked war and killing. 
She said he had specifically asked for 
rescue work in Asia and hoped to become a 
doctor and possibly join the Peace Corps after 
he k?ft the military. 
Bom in ELast Stroudsburg. Rovito was the 
son of Mrs. Rovito and the late Gilbert 
Rovito. He was a 1966 graduate of Stroudsburg 
High School and was a member of St. Luke’s 
Roman Catholic Church in Stroudsburg. 
He was the first Stroudsburg resident to 
attend the U. S. Air Force Academy in Col­ 
orado Springs. Colo., graduating in 1970. 
Survivors in addition to his mother include 
two brothers, Mark J., at home, and Ronald 
M., 1015 Maple Lane. Stroudsburg; a sister. 
Mrs. Jikia Guerro. Wind Gap, and several 
nephews and nieces. 
Funeral arrangements will be announced 
later by the Daniel G. Warner Funeral Home

U. s., N. Vietnam 
resume aid talks 
SAIGON (U PI) - Commu­ 
nists gunned down a local 
government official and eight 
members of his family in their 
Mekong Delta home Monday 
and shot at three helicopters of 
the international truce team. 
The South Vietnamese com­ 
mand said a deputy hamlet 
chief and eight family members 
were shot to death shortly after 
midnight near Thuan Nhon, 100 
miles southwest of Saigon. 
A command spokesman said 
a tenth member of the family 
was wounded. 
It was the most serious 
Communist attack against a 
single family since the cease­ 
fire of Jan. 28. The worst 
incident involving civilians took 
place .May 15 near Tam Ky, 340 
miles north of Saigon, when a 
bomb went off at an outdoor 
film show, killing 20 persons 
and wounding 25 others. 
A Foreign Ministry statement 
Monday said the latest attack 
showed “ Communist ill will in 
implementing” the cease-fire. 
The ministry said 60 South 
Vietnamese soldiers and 18 
civilians have been killed in 289 
violations since the cease-fire 
was renewed at noon last 
Friday. 
A command spokesman said 
30.928 Vietnamese on both sides 
have been killed since the 
original cease-fire agreement

including 
23.754 
Communist 
troops. 6,118 Saigon troops and 
1.056 civilians. 


Methadone 
use grows 
in U. S. 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Me­ 
thadone. an addictive drug used 
as a treatment substitute for 
heroin, is quickly approaching 
marijuana and heroin as a 
major part of the illegal drug 
traffic in the United States, the 
government’s drug enforcement 
agency said Monday. 
John E. Ingersoll, director of 
the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs (BNDD), said 
illicit methadone use has more 
than doubled since last Septem­ 
ber. compared with a nearly 
one-third rise in heroin use. 
“ Of approximately 325 sub­ 
stances on which data are 
collected, methadone consist­ 
ently ranks in the top 10 in 
frequency 
of 
reported 
in­ 
cidents." Ingersoll said, adding 
that marijuana and heroin led 
the list.

Dreher supervi sors charge 
campground pol l utes l and

NEWFOUNDLAIVD - Indian 
Acres, a campground two 
miles north of the Monroe 
County line on Rte. 196 in 
Dreher Township, has been 
warned by Dreher Township 
Supervisors Leonard Green 
and Burton Gilpin that alleg­ 
ed violations of township 
ordinances must be corrected 
•in 10 days or charges will be 
.filed. 
Violations stem from raw 
'^w age from small holding 
!!t€inks on the rear of campers 
;and sink water running out of 
^campers d ire ctly on the 
ground, supervisors say. 
There are 576 campsites, 
and according to Green, most 
of them are occupied with 
campers and all are in viola­ 
tion. 
Green said that upon inspec­ 


tion of the sites on Jtine II, 35 
violations were noted. At that 
time Philip Tangeman. assis­ 
tant manager of Indian Acres, 
was told to make corrections. 
Green and Gilpin returned 
Saturday and upon inspection 
said nothing had been done. 
They inspected between 60 
and 100 more sites and claim­ 
ed all were in violation. 
“ It was no use going on,” 
Green said. "Burton and I 
walked until we were tired 
and every site was in viola­ 
tion.” 
Green explained, “ The small 
holding tanks become full and 
the owners are duinping the 
raw sewerage on the ground. 
“ Some of the tanks have 
hoses connected and sewerage 
is running from these directly 
on the ground,” he added. 
“ Water from the sinks is 
allowed to run right from the 


sinks to the ground as well.” 
Green said on May 21. Ray­ 
mond Garrick, manager of In­ 
dian Acres received a letter 
from Walter Fox of the De­ 
partment 
of 
Environmental 
Resources in Stroudsburg and 
was told to clean up the place. 
Green said he did not know 
who the owners of the 
campsite are, but stated 
there are some stockholders 
who are local people. 
During the inspection Green 
also contended the Uiree com­ 
fort stations were not up to 
standards and told Tangeman 
these unsanitary conditions 
must be cleaned up. 
Green stated the place is 
“ one big cesspool. I’ll not let 
it continue.” he said. “ If it is 
not cleaned up within 10 days 
charges will be filed against 
Indian Acres.

Bethesda, Nkl., hav e set u p a research program 
in an effort to learn more abou t acu pu n ctu re, 
it.-^ techn iqu es, an d its resu lts. 
Cu ppin g, too. is an old form of treatmen t. 
■Rie Eg> ptian s u sed it an d con sidered it a form 
of blooa kn tin g 
Man y kin ds of glass an d metal cu ps hav e 
sin ce bt^n applied to the skin in an effort to 
ex tract from the body , especially the lu n gs, 
sev ere in fection s. 
It u -as n ot u n u su al for people who were n ot 
doctors to be con sidered cu ppin g specialists. 
Man y of them were remarkably adept at 
apply in g cu ps to the back of the chest in 
patien ts who had pn eu mon ia. 
Lon g before the adv en t of an tibotics, cu p­ 
pin g was on e of the few methods of treatmen t 
for bron chial in fection s an d pen u mon ia. 
At the tu rn of the cen tu ry , man y doctors 
carried some t> pe of cu ps an d u sed them effec­ 
tiv ely for some v arieties of disease. 
Ev en today , there is phy sdogical ev iden ce 
that cu ppin g may hav e had some scien tific 
v alidity . 


Two y ears ago, a grou p of stu den ts at 
Dartmou th su dden ly realized that they were 
bored by the cast of ou tside big-n ame speakers 
who were bein g brou ght to the campu s. They 
f orm e d a C om m itte e for I n te lle c tu a l 
Altern ativ es, raised some mon ey from alu mn i, 
an d sou ght to fin d ou t whether the world real­ 
ly was as mon ochromatic as it heretofore had 
seemed. 
It was n ot that the ru n of speakers had 
been bad, precisely . The cu stomary campu s 
speaker these day s is someon e like Ramsey 
Clark or Charles Goodell or Allard Lowen stein . 
Tiie stu den ts are regu larly serv ed the stan ­ 
dard liberal-left embodimen ts of women ’s lib, 
Chican o militan ts, an d in dign an t Redmen . At 
Dartmou th this y ear, cu ltu ral criticism ran g­ 
ed all the way from Su san Son tag to Norman 
Mailer. Both, certain ly , estimable figu res. Bu t 
some stu den ts had the feelin g that Western 
cu ltu re might be a wider an d more v ariou s 
thin g. Hen ce the program of the Committee 
for In tellectu al Altern ativ es. 
Last fall there appeared the risin g y ou n g 
n ov elist D. Keith Man o, whose six th n ov el, en ­ 
titled "TTie Bridge," has ju st been selected by 
the Literary Gu ild. He is in his early thirties, 
an d already an established writer whose power 
is widely recogn ized. In his talk. Man o 
u n blu shin gly av owed the fact that he is a 
believ in g, orthodox Christian , an Episcopalian , 
in fact. Fu rthermore, he n ot on ly believ es 
Christian it>’ to be profou n d an d tru e, he also 
fin ds it, as a workin g artist, a rich moral an d 
a e s t h e t i c r e s ou r c e . He dis c u s s e d the 
relation ship between the idea of a plot in fic­ 
tion an d the presu mption of order in the 
u n iv erse; n ot on ly was he con serv ativ e 
metaphy sically , he said, he was practically an 
Aristotelian . He capped it all off by readin g 
from his latest man u script, then still bein g 
completed, which was hilariou sly fu n n y an d 
also mov in g. Somethin g highly u n u su al had ob­ 
v iou sly occu rred on the campu s. 
The committee then produ ced, in su c­ 
cession , Rep. Philip Cran e, colu mn ist Kev in 
Phillips, psy chologist an d sociologist Ern est 
v an den Haag, an d econ omist Milton Fried­ 
man . The effect for those who heard them was 


rather like that at Miss Hav isham’s hou se in 
‘‘Great Ex pectation s,” when the mu sty du sty 
cu rtain s are pu lled aside an d the su n light com­ 
es in to the room for the first time in y ears. 
I had n ev er heard Phil Cran e before, bu t he 
is an attractiv e, eloqu en t an d amazin gly well- 
in formed Con gressman . He spoke in detail 
abou t the operation an d n on -operation of 
v ariou s Federal program s, bu t the real 
shocker came when he defen ded the proposition 
that Pan ama ou ght n ot, in fact, to be giv en 
the Pan ama Can al. He made his case stick, an d 
demolished the prev ailin g campu s assu mption 
that, y es, we mu st div est ou rselv es of this 
v estige of imperialism. 
'Midn ight Motorist of Chappaqu iddick' 
Kev in Phillips brou ght the n ews that when 
y ou ex amin e American v otin g pattern s it ap­ 
pears in con trov ertible that liberalism is a go­ 
in g rather than a comin g phen omen on . He saw 
it shrin kin g to its redou bts in the Northeast, 
the Pacific Northwest, an d the farm states of 
the u pper Midwest.

Caring for your new baby 
Now you're home — alone 


(First of a series of articles 
on the care of new babies dur­ 
ing first few weeks he is at 
home prepared by the Office 
of ChiW Development of the 
U.S. Dept, of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare). 
Eating, sleeping and crying 
are normal activities during 
those first days and nights 
after the baby has been 
brought home — and bowel 
movements, as new parents 
discover. 
Crying will be taken up in 
the next article. Meanwhile 
parents also have questions 
about problems arising from 
the others. 
Sleeping 
Everybody will get more 
rest if the baby does not sleep 
in the parents' room. 
Especially in the first weeks, 
his frequent snorts, gurgles, 
sneezes, coughs and irregular 
breathing are bound to keep 
you awake wondering what 
he’ll do next. 
If he really needs you, he’ll 
cry Joudly enough to be heard 
from nearly everywhere in the 
house. Even in the smallest 
apa rtm en t, a crib or 
makeshift crib can be moved 
to the living room, kitchen or 
bathroom when the parents 
retire for the night. 
Don’t put him in bed with 
you, either. There is always a 
danger of smothering him or 
hurting him by rolling over on 
him in your sleep, and it is 
almost certain he will want to 
become your constant bed­ 
fellow. Neither you nor your 
husband will want to put up 
with a wiggling, wet baby for 
very kjng. 
He shouldn’t sleep in a 
strong draft or breeze. He 


does not need open windows 
where he sleeps. Air that is 
fresh enough for him to 
breathe during the day is 
fresh enough for him to sleep 
in. 
He will decide for himself 
how long he wants to 
sleep—anything from 12 to 20 
hours during the 24-hour day. 
You won’t be able to make 
him sleep any more or less, 
but certainly you can arrange 
to keep him awake during the 
times of the day that are 
most convenient for you, so 
that he will sleep during the 
nights and during mornings or 
afternoon naps. 
Bowel movements 
The baby’s first bowel 
movements are a sticky 
green-black material. After a 
week or two, they become 
lighter and less sticky, the 
way they will be for the next 
year. 
The baby may have 
anywhere from one movement 
every three or four days to 
five or six movements a day. 
Movements may be as firm as 
those of a normal adult or as 
soft as watery scrambled 
eggs. 
The baby may turn red in 
the face and cry with each 
bowel movement, or he may 
seem totally unaware of 
them. The color of the bowel 
movements may be yellow, 
green or brown. All of these 
are normal. 
Constipation exists when 
the bowel movements are 
hard, dry, and difficult to 
pass, no matter how frequent 
or infrequent they may be. 
Prune juice (1 tablespoon >, 
brown sugar (1 tablespoon), or 
molasses (1 tablespoon), ad­ 


ded to one of his bottles may 
correct this. 
If not, your doctor or clinic 
may suggest a remedy. Do not 
use mineral oil, castor oil, 
adult laxatives or enemas 
without the advice of your 
doctor. 
Diarrhea exists when the 
bowel movements contain too 
much water. Small bowel 
movements wliich are milky 
or watery or odd-colored are 
rarely of concern, and no treat­ 
ment or diet change is usually 
necessary. Large, watery bowl 
movements can cause an in­ 
fant to lose more water in his 
bowel movement than he is 
drinking. 
The “ dehydration” which 
results can be a true medical 
emergency. Even a single 
huge, explosive, watery bowel 
movement can be an emergen­ 
cy in an infant one to three 
months old, especially if there 
is poor appetite or vomiting. 
Do not delay in seeking 
medical attentk>n when there 
are one or more large watery 
bowel movements. 
Blood in Bowel Movennents 
— Slight blood .streaking on 
the outside of a bowel move­ 
ment is usually caused by a 
small sore or fissure in the 
anus, and is not a cause for 
alarm. TTie fissure and the 
bleeding can often be cured by 
keeping the stools soft with 
one of Uie remedies discussed 
for constipatk)n. 
If bleeding or hard bowel 
movements persist, your doc­ 
tor will be able to help. Do 
not delay medical attention if 
there is bloody diarrhea or 
passage of fresh blood or bbod 
clots with the bowel 
movements.

Lot of bull 


New Kind of beef

Home Economist 
STROUDSBURG - Atten­ 
tion beefeaters! Sharpen your 
taste buds. A new kind of beef 
— bullock beef — may be in 
your supermarket in the com­ 
ing months. And, if you like it, 
it may help hold down future 
beef prices by encouraging in­ 
creased beef supplies. 
Research has shown that 
young bulls gain weight 
faster, require less feed, and 
put on less excess fat than 
steers. Tliis means that cat­ 
tlemen can produce more beef 
at less cost, so they’re show­ 
ing increasing interest in pro­ 
duction of bullock beef. 
To help producers sell fresh 
bullock beef, the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture revised 
Federal meat grading stan­ 
dards. The revised standards 
permit USDA meat graders to 
identify beef from young bulls 
(usually under two years old) 
as bullock beef and to grade 
this beef under the same 
criteria now used to grade 
steer and heifer beef. The 
revision is effective July 1. 
but it will take some months 
to produce the first bullock 
crop. Even then, initial 
supplies will probably be 
limited. 
The change in the grading 
standards will not affect the 
quality of any of the USDA 
grades of beef now being sold 
in retail stores. However, you 
may find that within a given 
quality grade, bullock beef 
varies in taste more than the 
beef now available from 


steers and heifers. Therefore, 
the revised standards require 
that the work "Bullock” be 
rolled onto every graded 
carcass of this type, along 
with the USDA grade shield. 
This will identify bullock beef, 
so you can decide for yourself 
if you like it. 
Bullock beef is a new 
alternative for cattle pro­ 
ducers. For a long time cattle 
producers have had only two 
practical alternatives for 
their young bull calves: con­ 
vert them into steers or keep 
them for breeding. Beef from 
bulls grown too old for 
breeding is used almost en­ 
tirely in processed meat pro­ 
ducts such as bologna. The 
revision gives cattle pro­ 
ducers a new alternative use 
for their young bull calves. 
In the past, most of the bull 
meat available came from old 
bulls that had been used for 
breeding purposes. But, 
regardless of the age of the 
animal, all meat from bulls 
was labeled “ Bull” when grad­ 
ed by USDA. Beef from old 
bulls is kiss tender and much 
more pronounced in flavor 
than beef from young bulls. 
Producers believed consumers 
•*.cie unaware of these dif­ 
ferences and woukln’t buy any 
beef labeled "Bull,” even if it 
was from young animals. So, 
hardly any has been prcxiuced

for sale as fresh beef to con­ 
sumers. The new “ Bullock” 
label will certify that the beef 
is from young bulls. 
Young bulls used to produce 
“ Bullock” beef will probably 
be fed in feedlots and 
slaughtered at 15 to 18 
months of age, producing 
relatively tender, lean beef. 
If consumers favor bullock 
beef — and buy it — it could 
become a major factor in our 
meat supplies — reducing pro­ 
duction cost and increasing 
the beef supply. 
Ultimately, whether bullock 
beef can help hold down the 
cost of beef you buy will de­ 
pend on how well consumers 
like it. Tests indicate that the 
taste of bullock beef in the 
higher quality grades (USDA. 
Prime, Choice, and Good» will 
be quite acceptable to the 
a v e r a g e 
b e e f - e a t e r 
Remember to watch for 
bullock beef, in your 
supermarket some months 
from now, and taste test it 
yourself.

Officials 
adopt use 
report 


STRO U D S B U RG - The 
M o n r o e C o u n t y C o m ­ 
missioners adopted a planned 
use report for $214,304 in 
revenue sharing money Mon­ 
day. 
TTie report is supposed to 
allow public input into the 
decisions governing expen­ 
diture of the federal funds. 
Adopting the report a week 
after they announced it and 
following advertisement of 
the document in the media, 
the commissioners received 
one unsigned letter from a 
constituent in M arshalls 
Creek. 
TTie "nameless” spokesman 
for public opinion suggested 
the money be used to remodel 
the courthouse, provide ade­ 
quate provisions for prisoners 
in the county jail and ex­ 
pansion of the county home 
for the aged. 
All three areas are covered 
in 
the report adopted and 
sent to the state Department 
of Community Affairs as re­ 
quired. 
A late bid for money came 
from the Clym er Lib rary 
Association in Pocono Pines. 
TTie commissioners said the 
request for a donation would 
be considered for future en­ 
titlement periods. 
TTie commissioners received 
results of a noise test from 
the Pennsylvania Department 
of Transportation quantifying 
results of tests conducted 
May 21 and 22. 
As reported earlier, the 
results showed noise levels at 
10 locations in the county 
were below current state 
standards. 
Tlie Bartons ville truck stop 
reg istered a high of 79 
decibels, well below the 92 
decibel standard. Most of the 
time noise was at 60 decibels 
at the truck plaza.

Quinn writes off waste problem 


STROUDSBURG — Declaring the 
county’s garbage disposal problem 
“ practically solved,” Monroe County 
Commissioner William F. Quinn said 
Monday the time has come to begin 
working on sewerage. 
“ I feel the solid waste problem is 
practically solved,” Quinn said. “ All 
that is left to do is have the at­ 
torneys put the agreem ent on 
paper.” 
He was referring to a transfer 
system endorsed by the Monroe Coun­ 
ty General Authority. The plan of­ 
fered by Pocono Transfer Inc. will 
compact and ship Monroe County 
garbage to a Northampton County 
landfill. 
Authors of the system asked the 
authority Friday to guarantee their 
investment for seven to 10 years. At­ 


torneys for the authority and the 
corporation are suppose to hammer 
out an agreement by Ju ly 10. 
Indicting he thought the solid 
waste disposal problem to be solved, 
Quinn said the authority should now 
be charged with implementing 
sewerage plans for the county. 


Commission Chairman Mrs. Nan­ 
cy B. Shukaitis said later, however, 
that considerable work remains in 
the area of garbage disposal. 
In addition to the transfer 
system, she said the authority is still 
looking for land in Monroe County as 
a long-range disposal site. 


“ It would be the only leverage we 
would have over the haulers to show 
that we have an alternative of our 
own,” Mrs. Shukaitis said. 


“ Tlie job is not over on solid 
waste. I don’t know what the agree­ 
ment with the haulers will say, but it 
w ill have to be worded very careful­ 
ly,” she added. 
Tlie motion to saddle the authori­ 
ty with sewer implementation was 
unanimously passed as all three coun­ 
ty cwnmissioners decided to take 
that burden from the county plan­ 
ning commission. 
Mrs. Shukaitis said county plan­ 
ners w ill be asked to work on a plan 
for special property tax assessments 
in the county. 
In order to free planners for that 
project, she said the general authori­ 
ty shouW take over the sewerage of 
the county — formerly a planners’ 
project. 
When the authority is charged 


with implementation of sewerage, its 
m em bers w ill have two com ­ 
prehensive sewer plans. 
A plan known as the Weston 
R ep o rt has been w ritte n for 
m unicipalities in western Monroe 
County and another scheme is now 
being drawn for eastern Monroe by 
Albright and Friel consultants. 
Municipalities are now adopting 
Weston’s report by resolution and the 
Albright and Friel plan is expected to 
be complete in September. 
In the meantime, planners will be 
trying to implement a special tax 
assessment program designed to 
prserve open space in Monroe County. 


Planners meet tonight to select 
a consultant for implementation of 
the open space assessment program.

Food price average lower 
locally than across nation 


Wishing for the good old days? 


Hockey, softball at Eastburg

ST R O U D S B U R G - The 
level at which food prices in 
the Stroudsburg area were 
frozen Wednesday is — for the 
most part — lower than that 
across the country. 
Stroudsburg food prices, 
with few exceptions, appear 
substantially lower when com­ 
pared with the “ average” 
prices released by the Depart­ 
ment of Labor. Area averages 
were culled from three dif­ 
ferent large supermarkets. 
The exceptions are in the 
meat department, where both 
rump roast and frying chicken 
exceed average levels. Ground 
chuck, at $1.08 per pound, is 
exactly at the Department of 
Labor’s price. 
Pork chops, however, are a 
good buy ill the area. Priced 
at an average $1.54 per pound 
in 
S t r o u d s b u r g , 
the 
nationwide price is $1.65. 
Store specials, in at least 
two area markets, could give 
the careful shop^r an even 


better break in the meat 
department. 
Poric chops were selling for 
$1.39 a pound in both the Vic- 
t o r y M a r k e t in E a s t 
Stroudsburg and the IGA in 
Stroudsburg. Ground chuck 
was specially priced at 99 cents 
a pound in the Victory. 
Potato and egg lovers may 
be especially glad they live in 
Stroudsburg where prices on 
these goods are substantially 
lower than the average. 
Potatoes are selling in the 
area for $1.55 for 10 pounds, 
while throughout the nation 
they were billed for $1.76. 
Acme in East Stroudsburg 
was advertising five pounds of 
potatoes for 69 cents — a more 
impressive buy. 
Eggs averaged 71 cents a 
dozen (medium size) in the 
Stroudsburgs as compared to 
82 cents nationally. 
Bread and tomatoes were 
o n ly s lig h tly l ower in 
Stroudsburg. Bread is billed 
at 26 cents a one-pound loat; 
tomatoes at 55 cents a pound. 


This compares to 28 cents and 
59 cents nationwide. 
Area managers are having 
m inor d iffic u ltie s w ith 
establishing the price freeze 
as direct explanations are not 
forthcoming from their main 
offices. 
While produce prices must 
be stabilized at the highest 
from the week of June 1 to 8, 
other grocery prices may 
reach 
last 
week’s level.

Stroud Township Police Sgt James W. Carey said an 
investigation would continue today.

according to solicitor Sidney 
L. Krawitz, the ordinance 
covers everything from run­ 
ning motors to steam whistles 
and train noises. 
Milford presently has no 
whistles or trains in the 
borough limits. 


The ordinance is worded in 
such a way that policemen 
can enforce it without elec­ 
tronic equipment to measure 
decibels, now required by 
state law for noise violations. 
However, the latitude of the 
law may make it very dif­ 
ficult to enforce. 
“ It becomes a matter of 
judgment,” said Krawitz. 
“ What might offend me might 
not offend someone else. It’d 
be my word against his.” 


Tlierefore, the law includes 
specifk: noise indicators such 
as volume, intensity and dura­ 
tion of the noise, as well as 
the time and place of offense. 
Fines range from $10 to $25 
and each time the noise is 
repeated 
is 
considered 
a 
separate offense.

How to choose 
a mover 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: Second 


in a five-part series designed 
to help you avoid moving 
agonies, cut moving costs, 
prevent and insure losses and 
other helpful hints.) 


By SYLVIA PORTER 


You can’t avoid moving and 
you can’t postpone it either. 
You must move your family 
and your household goods to a 
new home before Sept. 20. You 
must compete with the 60 per 
cent of all who move each 
year who are moving in the 
June-October period — a 
fabulous 23 m illion, men, 
women and children. 
How do you choose a mover? 
There are three types of 
household moves: local, long­ 
distance and international. 
All major national carriers 
are usually in a position to 
have their local agent handle 
all three types. 
— On a long-distance move, 
inquire about the reputations 
of movers at your destination 
as well as at your present 
location. Ask friends, 
neighbors and business 
associates who have moved 
recently to steer you to a 
reliable carrier. And your 
local Better Business Bureau 
can at least tell you if there 
have been many complaints 
about a mover with whom you 
are considering doing business. 
(That’s what the Better 
B u s i n e s s 
B u r e a u 
of 
Metropolitan New York did 
for New York area residents 
at its news conference a 
fortnight ago.) 
— Then ask at least two or 
three movers to come to your 
house and estimate costs. 
Show each of them all your 
belongings to be moved. Don’t 
forget the attic, basement, 
garage, or even summer cot­ 
tage. Point out all the 
heaviest items you’ll want 
moved. Refuse to let a mover 
take an inventory over the 
phone. A reputable mover 
depends on the accurate

estimate to know how many 
shipments fit in his van. 
— Find out exactly which 
services each mover would 
include in the deal — and how 
much each would charge. 
— Do not, however, award 
the job to any one mover 
strictly on the basis of the 
c o s t 
e s t i m a t e . 
An 
unrealistically low estimate is 
a “ low ball” — it is useti by 
unscrupulous movers as well 
as by unreliable repairmen 
simply to get the job away 
from others who stick to more 
realistic figures. Similarly, a 
mover’s vague claim that he 
is “ bonded” or “certified" or 
“ in s u re d ” may be no 
guarantee to you of his 
reliability. 
— Make sure any mover who 
is making estimates for you 
gives you the very helpful In­ 
terstate Commerce Com- 
missi(»i 
pamphlet 
entitled 
“ Important Notice to Ship­ 
pers of Household Goods,” 
outlining your rights and 
obligations as well as the 
mover’s. He is required under 
ICC regulations to give this to 
you. 
— Normally, movers do not 
quote flat rates. In most 
cases, their charges are 
regulated by federal and state 
law. The amount you pay 
depends on the weight of your 
shipment, the distance to be 
shipped, the mover’s travel 
time between his base and 
your house, and the number of 
hours it takes to perform the 
special services you require, 
such as packing. 
— Explore alternatives to 
the professional mover to 
reduce the cost of moving. If 
you have only a relatively 
small collection of not 
valuable belongings and have 
the time to supervise the 
move fairly closely, a one-man 
pickup-truck variety of mover 
may be fine. But be on guard, 
this business is loaded with 
fly-by-nights, and if you deal 
with a small, unknown outfit, 


you do so strictly at your own 
risk — particularly on a long­ 
distance move. 
— Every time you make a 
trip to inspect your new house 
or community, take at least a 
few things with you in your 
car — especially paintings, 
sculptures, lampshades, bric- 
a-brac which otherwise would 
have to be specially crated. 
Of course, you can always 
rent a haul-it-yourself truck 
or trailer, which you can now 
get in almost any size or 
shape — if you have the time, 
energy and skill to do the 
whole moving job yourself. 
Between 10 and 15 per cent of 
Americans who move do so 
themselves on short moves .-i- 
often at savings of 50 per cent 
or more, and the number of 
do-it-yourselfers is increasing 
steadily. 
The cost of renting a large 
truck ranges upward from $20- 
$25 a day, plus 15 cents or so 
per mile, plus the cost of gas 
and insurance. Many rental 
companies today provide, for 
a fee, special pads, packing 
boxes, etc. — plus instruction 
on how to use them to their 
best advantage. 
Check all these key points 
before you rent a trailer or a 
van to move: 
What surcharge, if any, will 
be levied at your destination 
for the return of the vehicle? 
What type and how much 
insurance is provided in case 
of accident, or damage to 
your belongings? 
What happens if the rental 
van breaks down on the road? 
What are the costs of ex- 
tras you might need: 
furniture pads, packing boxes, 
hand trucks? Are any or all of 
these free? 
How large a deposit must 
you make at the- outset, and 
will you have to pay cash for 
the rem ainder at your 
destination?

Strong upward pressure is 
already building under the 
new layer of ice that Presi­ 
dent Nixon created with his 
latest price freeze. When the 
thaw comes, price increases 
will quickly bubble up again. 
That is the conclusion that 
economists and corporate ex­ 
ecutives draw from a trend 
that has been accelerating in 
recent months. The trend in­ 
volves prices of basic in­ 
dustrial materials, ranging 
from paper to steel, crude oil 
to copper. 
For a variety of reasons — 
mainly strong demand in the 
U.S. and abroad — prices of 
commodities are sharply on 
the rise world-wide. Thus, 
whatever anti-inflationary 
machinery is created under 
Phase 4 will be quickly placed 
under severe strain as 
manufacturers seek to pass 
along their higher costs; 
those that will be incurred 
after the freeze and those 
that have already been incur­ 
red but hadn’t been passed 
alnnq before the freeze came. 
V besides, the price of some 
materials may rise even dur­ 
ing the freeze. Some com­ 
modities are imported, and 
their price naturally isn’t af­ 
fected by the freeze in the 
U.S.) 
Understandable, price in­ 
creases on such commodities 
as zinc and rubber haven't at­ 
tracted as much attention 
f rom ho u sew ives and 
p o l i t i c i a n s 
as ha v e 
skyrocketing meat prices. 
Nonetheless, because 
they’re the ingredients with 
which manufacturers produce 
refrigerators, roofing and 
ro to tille rs, industrial- 
commodity prices are as im­ 
portant to the economy as 
t he mo r e n o t i c e a b l e 
agricultural items. It is 
perhaps appropriate, then, 
that the thrust of these 
prices will provide Phase 4’s 
machinery with one of its very 
first tests. 
“Given the pattern of raw 
materials prices, there will 
undoubtedly be upward 
pressure first on wholesale 
prices and then on retail con­ 
sumer prices of nonfarm 
items," says Albert T. Som- 
mers, senior vice president 


and chief economist for The 
Conference Board, a New 
York-based business and 
economic research organiza­ 
tion. “ We’re undoubtedly off 
and running” on a round of 
nonfarm-product price in­ 
creases that will continue 
"for many months to come” 
after the freeze, he says. 
Virtually all the experts 
agree that a prolonged freeze 
is out of the question because 
it would create dislocations 
that would cripple the 
‘economy. The Phase 4 
machinery, they say, will have 
to permit some price in­ 
creases, as did Phase 2’s. The 
experts think phase 4 may be 
even more difficult because it 
will start with pressure on 
virtually all industrial- 
commodity prices. 
Of course, the freeze tem­ 
porarily prevents manufac­ 
turers from passing along the 
higher commodity costs in 
higher prices for their 
automobiles and roller 
skates: Companies will have 
to absorb the increases, mak­ 
ing lower profits. But the cost 
pressures will remain, and 
when price controls are 
substituted for the freeze, 
these manufacturers will have 
grounds for seeking price in­ 
creases. 
The freeze, except in the 
case of imports, will also pre­ 
vent further immediate in- 


creases in industrial- 
commodity prices, and there 
may even be scattered 
rollbacks. But increases 
already in effect have been 
substantial enough to have a 
major impact as they work 
their way through the 
economy. 
O ne 
i n d e x 
of 
13 
nonagricultural industrial raw 
materials, and index that 
many economists watch close­ 
ly, by last week had soared 
nearly 25 per cent this year 
and was 35 per cent higher 
than a year ago. That’s more 
than double the rise in overall 
wholesale prices, and it makes 
the 5.1 per cent rise in con­ 
sumer prices in the last year 
look tame by comparison. 
Furthermore, even if con­ 
trols under phase 4 are 
relatively stringent, they pro­ 
bably can do little more than 
slow the basic materials’ 
price rise, and perhaps pre­ 
vent some speculative binges 
in coming months. 
But they aren’t likely to 
halt the general upward trend 
because they don’t attack the 
basic causes. In fact, if 
applied too stringently and 
for too long, price controls 
may delay investment in new 
capacity and thus create or 
worsen shortages of some 
commodities, adding to long­ 
term inflationary pressures, 
many executives say.
